doubt. 
At the same time he pointed 


out the provisions of the statute which 
provides fhat the only persons 
ex- 


cused from criminal responsibility ar<- 
those who suffer from such a defect 
of reason as, either not to know tht 
nature- of quality of their act, or not 
to know that the act is wrong. 


"Some may hold that this is too 


hard a test," commented the court.''

ACIS OTPBOSKUTflRS 


RUEF 


(By A. RUEK) 


It is evident from different statements having their inspiration 


in the District Attorney's office that the prosecution in violating 
r 


their solemn word of "honor" and their written pledges to me are 
proceeding upon the theory that if they can get a jury to find me 
guilty on this •ndictment. which they had expressly agreed to dis- 
miss, that they can then, under promise of leniency, force me into 
absolute compliance with certain demands. 


I assert to the people of San Francisco, and I can furnish the 


indisputable corroboration of men of the highest repute and in- 
tegrity, that I have fully kept and performed both in letter and in 
spirit my part of the immunity agreement. 


I do not intend to make a full statement now, but there are 


two things which I desire to establish clearly in the public mind, 


; as to both of vhich misrepresentations are being made. 


First: I have always been and am now ready to keep my 


: part of the contract with the prosecuti*n and to testify fully and 


completely to the truth and the whole truth, in all matters. 
READY AND WILLING TO TELL THE WHOLE TRUTH. 


I have always been and am now willing and ready to testify to 


the truth as I did before the grand jury, and have always been, and 
yen now willing and ready to repeat word for word that testimony 
and further to testify to any other matters within my knowledge 
and within the truth. 


There has never been a suggestion on my part that I would 


not abide by that testimony or that I would at any time decline or 


, hesitate to reaffirm it. This is well known to the District Attorney 


and to others, and can be fully corroborated, among others by Dr. 
Kaplan, who has the special confidence of the prosecution and who 
at their instance was present at several interesting interviews. 


Second: Relative to the District Attorney's intimation that his 


action in breaking his solemn word of "honor" was partially be- 
cause he had "learned that I was dickering with the- other side," I 
positively assert, and I stand ready to prove beyond any possible 
doubt, that from the date of Jhe immunity contract until the sudden 
and unexpected action oi: the District 
Attorney 
in breaking his 


pledges, I have never directly or indirectly conferred with or com- 
municated with any of the other defendants in these actions. 
PRIVATE DETECTIVES ARE CONSTANTLY ON WATCH. 


Not only would I not have done so for reasons of personal se- 


curity and of personal precaution, but had I desired so to do, it 
would have been physically impossible to do so. I have at all times 
had from five to eight of Mr. Burns' private detective force in 
charge of me under the designation of "deputy elisors." 


Almost every breath I have drawn, every word, I have spoken, 


every movement I have made have been daily reported by them, 
not to Mr. Big,gy, the-elisor, but to Mr. Burns, the privately paid 
detective of the prosecution. With rare exceptions in the case of 
my attorneys and certain ministers of religion, no visitor has been 
allowed to see me except in the presence and hearing of these 


men, 
and only such visitors have been admitted as Mr. Burns 


granted the "deputy elisors" permission to see me. 


Moreover, I have never told any person, even my attorneys, 


anything which would be of the slightest value to any defendant; 
for example, I have never told nor spoken to any one, to whom the 
prosecution hail not already made disclosure, of the existence of the 
immunity contract, the arrangement of withdrawing my plea of 
guilty before Judge Dunne or the scope or tenor of rny testimony 
before the grand jury in these cases. 


I make these declarations to deny the impressions that the 


prosecution are sedulously seeking to circulate in any attempt to 
justify their monstrous and outrageous action in attempting to set 
aside their obligations, their solemn agreements and their pledged 
words of "honor" after using my testimony and otherwise stripping 
me of large elements of defense, through my dependence on their 
"honor." 


I expect later to make a full statement of all the facts. Before 


concluding I call your attention to the fact that only two weeks 
ago the Distrkt Attorney in person called upon Judge Dunne and 
personally besought him to carry out the provisions of these im- 
munity agreements so far as they concerned proceedings in Judge 
Dunne's court, an act which was certainly inconsistent with the 
pretenses now sought to be put forward that I had not been living 
up, strictly, to my part of these agreements. 


As suggested, a fuller explanation will be forthcoming later.

Does a man cease being an actor when 


he steps from a three-act play in a two- 
dollar theater to a one-act sketch In a 
fifty-cent palace of vaudeville? 
I asked 


this of Edward Connelly, as he adjusted 
hi" suit of clothes, made by the Essex 
Courlnouse .tailor, and the broad-brimmed 
hat which had been an heirloom in the 
Halliday family. 


Connelly is the man who has shadowed 


the Jesters, the mountebanks, the buffoons 
and almost all'oCathe Orplieum turns—ex- 
cept that supremely sinuous La Gardenia, 
the Spanish dancer, at the Orpheum. 
The brim of his southern colonel's hat 
throws all the trivial, tawdry, amusing 
acts into a chiaroscuro of commonplace- 
ness, Just as a portrait by Van Dyke or 
Rubens makes a Melssoner or a Bou- 
guereau like ten cents worth of liver. 


Connelly used to be a valuable man in 


"support," .but he tired of tliat, and here 
hp tells the story why. 


"What I was "when I was on what we 


call the legitimate stage, the prevailing 
trait of my profession, which, as you well 
know, is modesty, prevents me from tell- 
ing you 
What I have become during 


my twenty-seven weeks of novitiate ] 
am willing to admit Is a very successful 
vaudevlllian. 
And, further, while I do 


not, like recruits to the stage from so- 
ciety and the divorce courts, bellevo I 
have any mission of uplifting^ the drama, 
I do claim credit for making Mr. Ade's 
beautifully artistic sketch a popular affair 
in theaters and with audiences which are, 
supposed to exist entirely for cash-box 
drama, artists in Juggling or Intelligent 
quadrupedlr actors. 
"Marse Covington" 


has no catch lines, there is no resort to 
the superficial methods of extorting levity, 
it contradicts about all the supposed 
traits of a good vaudeville turn, yet it 
goes splendldlv everywhere—everywhere 
but one place." 


LIKED IN SOUTH. 


"And that, I suppose, was New Orleans 
or Memphis'" I suggested 


"Not a bit of it 
All through the South 


the audiences recognized its verity at 
once, perhaps slightly more readily than 
they did in the North and they liked the 
little suggestions aoout antebellum times 


"It must havo been, some OscaJoosa < 


Podunk place, then, that turned 'Marse 
Covington' down'" I suggested 
- "Hardly; the only place the piece did 
not go well was in Toronto, which, you 
may 
have 
forgotten, 
is 
In 
Canada. 
B-r-r-r-r, but it was a cold house, and no 
one seemed to know what 'Marse Cov- 
ington' meant, they were the sort of peo- 
ple who wear intellectual furs. 
My best 


training was wltn Herne. 
He is the 


man who drove the scene-chewing and 
cuff-^hooting actor from the stage, for 
he made his actors t.Uk and behave like 
human beings. 
Automators are some- 


times Interesting on the stage, but as a 
rule I believe the public enjoys seeing 
men and women." 


"Ton certainly must be a man of great 


courage, Mr. Connelly," ,1 said, "to have 
takan *>rarse Covmjrton' for vaudeville 
purposes that is, If you had any previous 
knowledge or -what most successful vaude~ 
ville turns ore like." 


GEORGE ADE' WORK. 


"I was not the brave man. 
It was 


George Ade. 
He wrote the sketch for a 


Lambs' Qlub gambol, and he asked me 
to play "Starse Covlngton' because he haA 
seen me play a southerner of the same 
type in 'Bird Center,' a dramatization of 
some of John T. McCuccheon's pictures. 
So we played the thing for the Lamba, 
and It became a sort of classic in that 
abode of Joy 
Ade gave me the manu- 


script and told me to put it in my trunk 
and some time I might find it available. 
That ended it for the time.

Judicial Misconduct of Judge Lawlor. 


Judge Dunne's conduct in suppressing, »t the instance of the 


prosecution, the story of the immunity contract given Ruef when 
ithe ex-boss was a witness at the Schmitz trial, has been severely 
condemned by ail right-thinking, fair-minded people, but what shall 
be said of Judge Lawlor's action in the trial oi General Ford? He 
allowed essential facts to be suppressed, .and

.Francis J. Heney to make a false and specious misrepresentation to 
the jury regardi-ig the failure to caii RurJ. 


Heney told the jury that Ruef was not-called because he re- 


' fused to testify. Judge Lawlor knew Ruef was under contract as 
a witness for the prosecution at that moment. He kn<rv by direct 
knowledge derhed from the midnight visit of Heney and Burns, 
accompanied by Rabbi Nieto and Rabbi Kaplan, and by general 
implication that Ruef had been granted full immunity on condi- 
tion of his beco.-ning a witness for the prosecution. He knew that 
Ru-'f had testified at the Schmitr trial in accordance with the pro- 
visions of his ccntract and that the truth had been suppressed. If 
he was not a\vare oi the precise terms of the immunity contract, 
his intelligence and knowledge of the circumstances <?f the deal 
apprised him o- their general tenor and import. 
He had as far 


back as April 28. 1907, agreed to accept the prosecution's recom- 
mendations regarding immunity. 


Yet Judge Lawlor allowed Heney's gross misrepresentations, 


as prejudicial tc the defendant as it was violative of truth and re- 
pugnant to the principles of justice, lo go unchallenged to the 
jury. He sat there on the bench holding the scales of justice 
v Inch he knew had been tampered with and tacitly connived at a 
fraud and a dec 'ption involving the liberty and fame of a man who 
had held high places in the State government and whose reputation 
-\as unspotted till he was indicted at the 
instance 
of Rudolph

When Hen y introduced the testimony of Gallagher (the graft 


representative at the Presid'O treaty) j.nd the other boodling Su- 
pervisors he sa d he would subsequently establish the connection 
between their i lleged acts and the defendant through Ruef. No 
su,h connection was ever established, and the only witness by 
v horn the connection could have been established ^was kept off 
the stand by tt e prosecution. Judge Lawlor allowed the case to 
go to the jury without the connection being established, a proceed- 
ing he knew to be contrary to law and justice, when he was fully 
aware that the prosecution had Ruef under special contract of im- 
munity to tell "the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth' when called upon to do so. He knew Ruef's testimony 
•would have supplied the vital connecting link, and that his testi- 
mony was at -he command of Heney, who sought to make the 
jary believe Ruef would not testify. 


The spectacle of the bench conniving at fraud and conceal- 


ment is even riore sinister and unwholesome than 
agreeing to 


sanction wholesale immunity in advance of indictment for un- 
specified crimes 
It is of a piece with signing judicial orders in 


blank to be filled out by the prosecution as they saw fit It is 
evidence that the court was leagued in spirit at least with the 
prosecution agunst the defendant. 


If Ruef h<ul been called he would either have corroborated 


Gallagher "or have exonerated General Ford. That he was not 
called, although willing'to testify, and under contract to do so, 


"'points to only one conclusion, namely his testimony would have 


rcquitted the cefendant and given a. death blow to all the trolley 
indictments. If Ruef's testimony was to be counted good against 
a. man of high repute and previous go:>d character, it was equally 
as credible whui given in his favor. Judge Lawlor had the power

Interest Growing in Dry Farming. 


Great mteiest has been aroused m dry farming throughout the 


country by the recent convention of dry farmers at Salt Lake City, 
at which there were present representatives from all of the States 
and Territories within what is popularly known as the arid b;lt. 
Until some intelligent experiments in dry farming were made on 
the eastern side of this belt, its reclamation was supposed to be 
solely depende it upon artificial irrigation by the employment of the 
•waters of the ew streams flowing through it and the conservation 
of the drainage of the watersheds. But the major part of the belt 
cannot be covered by the diversion of the streams or by the storm 
waters conserved in artificially constructed reservoirs. Vast areas 
of the and lands have been found by experiment, however, to be 
capable of producing crops profitably by "dry farming* processes. 
v/hich consist merely of deep plowing and planting the land before 
the rainy seas m sets in and keeping the surface constantly stirrer] 


TO prevent capillary attraction and the evaporation of the moisture 
absorbed by the loosened soil. The virtue of the constant working! 
of the surface of the soil has been familiar to every gardener from 
time immemorial. The success of the business depends on the per- 


_, sis ent cultiva ion of the surface of the land. 


The pnnc pie of garden treatment or dry farming to the soil i% 


rot new in California. Where the supply of water for irrigation is 
scarce it is being successfully practiced in some parts of the State. A 
notable instarce of the success of "dry • fanning" was given at 
Pasadena, wh< re an extensive area of orange orchard was brought 
to maturity ly it. The capillary attraction of the surface was 


"•arrested by* ccnstanlly breaking it up and the evaporation of what 


moisture the *oil had absorbed during the rainy season was' pre- 
vented and it was held to feed the roots nourishing' the trees. 
"Dry farming' involves more labor and care than farming by irri- 
gation in ordar to produce satisfactory results, but the evidence 
of its success submitted at the recent Salt Lake conventionl 
%was 


abundant and there is reason to believe that as large if not larger 
areas of the .liable land in the arid belt will be reclaimed by the 
process than irrigation is capable of doing.

ily or willfully does an act which has a 
direct tendency to destroy another's lute, 
the natural and necessary conclusion is 
that he Intended to destroy life 
You 


are not to- be prejudiced by any testi- 
mony which reflects upon the character 
of the defendant. In the eye of the law, 
to murder the vilest and most abject 
of the human race is as great a crime 
as to murder Its greatest benefactor 


"There is not testimony to controvert 


the proof that Stanford "White came to 
his death as the result of a pistol shot 
wound Inflicted by the defendant. 
The 


defendant, under a plea of not guilty, 
has entered a specification thit at the 
time of the occurrence in question he 
was Insane and that therefore, under the 
law, la not responsible for his acts at 
the time in question 


"Where the defense la insanity and the

The largest steamer that ever came 


Into Oakland harbor is at present lay- 
Iny along side Adams' wharf discharg- 
ing its cargo.. It Is the Soyo Mam. 
She has the distinction of carrying the 
biggest shipment of champagne 
and 


spirits that was ever brought to Cal- 
ifornia. 
In the cargo are also Includ- 


ed 9000 barrels of cement. These were 
all loaded on 'at Antwerp, from which 
place the ship started on its Journey. 


Those in charge the boat say that 


there was no difficulty whatsoever in 
coming up the estuary and making the 
•wharf. They were only too glad, they 
say, to avail themselves of the wart- 
house facilities here. 
After the Soyo 
Mam Is cleared here she Will leave for 


Gaviota where she -will take on a new 
cargo of oil for Japan. 
The Soyo Maru is 380 feet long, has 
a fifty-eight foot beam, a draught of 
twenty-eight foot, a 6200 tonnage and 
was one of the first steamers to use 
oil. 
She can develop 
18,000. horse 
power, and is manned by a crew of 
thirty-six under the captainsy of T. P. 
Browse. The hull Is steel, but so con- 
structed that the boat cannot possibly 
sink. This is accomplished by means 
of air tight compartments. 


The Soyo Maru Is owned by the Ori- 
ental Steamship Company 
and 
was 


built 'by the Sir W. 
C. Armstrong 
Whitworth & Co., at 
Ne.wcastle-on- 


Tyne. The keel was laid In 1906. The 
intention of the company Is to have 
two more of a similar type built for the 
oil trade.

A JUDGE'S VIEWS. 


"In a recent letter from a learned judge 
of the Supreme Court of one of the Gulf 
States, the -writer speaks ns follows: 


"In all matters pertaining to Interstate 


commerce the authority of the National 
Government already exists and does not 
have to be acquired, and the exorcise of 
this existing authority can be In no sense 
a usurpation of, or infringement upon the 
rights of the states. On the contrary, had 
tho Federal Government given this ques- 
tion more attention In the past and ap- 
plied a vigorous 
check to corporate 


abuses, conditions would now be better, 
aecause the states would have had fewer 
real or Imaginary grievances and have 
had less cause not only to attempt the 
exercise of the authority reserved to the 
National Government, but to act-without 
proper moderation in matters, peculiarly 
within their own provinces. The National 
Government has been remiss In the past, 
but even at this late day it can solve 
this problem and the sooner the national 
authority Is exercised the less apt are 
the states to take action which will rep- 
resent encroachment upon the national 
domain. There is a field of operations for 
both powers, and plenty alike for national 
and state governments to do In order to 
protect both the people and the public 
utilities. The line of demacration between 
Federal and State authority can and 
should be speedily settled by the Federal 
courts. The fact that the National Gov- 
ernment has omitted to exercise the au- 
thority conferred upon It "by the Interstate 
Commerce clause of the Constitution has 
made the states restive under what the} 
they deem corporate abuses and In some 
cases has probably stimulated them to 
go - too far In the attempt to correct 
these abuses, with the result that all 
measures which they have passed—good 
or bad—have been held up by ,tha Fed- 
eral courts. The nscessary equitable and 
uniform regulation cannot be obtained by 
the separata action of the states, but only 
by the affirmative action of the National 
Government."

"In this day of advanced baseball some- 


one Is springing some new sort of a ball 
most every day 
We hear a good deal 


about the 'fade-away' or 'fall-away1 ball, 
and for the benefit of the uninitiated a 
'ew words In explanation may not be 
amiss. 
"There seems to be only one man who 


has really mastered this style of delivery, 
and he is Christy Mathewson, the great 
twlrler of the New York Nationals. 
The 


beauty of this ball of Christy's is the fact 
that It is pitched with Identically the 
same sort of a delivery as Is his last ball. 


"But It is different Irom his fast one 


in that It seems to come up to the batter 
with the same sort ot speed as does tha 
last ball until it just about reaches the 
batter, and then, besides losing its speed, 
it tails away. 
By that I mean It seems 


to float down and out. 
'It is not -very often that one has the 


oppoitunlty ot seeing a right-hand pitcher 
make a lelt-hand batter look bad at the 
plate, tor the reason that a right-hander's 
curve ball breaks In toward the hitter, 
and therefore he can pull away Irom It 
and still be able to meet It lair. 
"With the lall-away ball it is a differ- 


ent matter, as by the time the batter 
realizes that It Is not a last ball he Is 
hitting against, and therefore sets himself 
accordingly, the ball takes this outward- 
down break; and instead of meeting the 
ball with a good swing, he finds himself 
leaching for it, and thus only sets a little 
I'orce to the swing.
